Treasure  hunt  caps  Chinese  New  Year's  festivities

Sleuths  dash  into  a  dark  alleyway  on  the 
hill  by  the  intersection  of  California  and 
Powell  streets  while  drums  from  the 
Chinese  New  Year  Parade  are  beating  in 
the  distance.  They  are  frantically  searching 
for  “a  quick  little  fellow  for  whom  a  type¬ 


writer  was  named.”  Light  from  flashlights 
dart  across  the  alley  and  shine  on  the  an¬ 
swer  to  the  riddle:  a  statue  of  Hermes,  the 
Greek  messenger  god  and  the  name  of  a 
’50s  typewriter  company. 

But,  there  are  more  clues  left  to  deci¬ 
pher,  so  the  answer  is  quickly  jotted  down 
on  a  score  card  and  the  team  of  detectives 


rushes  out  into  the  night  to  solve  the  next 
mystery. 

This  is  a  typical  scene  during  the  annual 
Chinese  New  Year  Treasure  Hunt,  orga¬ 
nized  by  a  modem  day,  trench-coat-wear- 
ing  private  investigator  named  Jayson

Women  organize  to  end  homelessness

“We’re  here  to  try  to  make  a 
grass  roots  effort  to  address 
homelessness  in  the  Richmond 
and  Sunset,”  said  Kristie 
Fairchild,  addressing  the  atten¬ 
dees  of  the  monthly  Sunset 
District  Neighborhood  Coalition 
meeting,  held  Jan.  12  at  the 
Taraval  Police  Station  on  24th 
Avenue. 

Fairchild,  an  advocate  for  the 
chronically  homeless,  and  Lucy

On  Saturday,  Nov.  19,  two  hu¬ 
man  skulls  were  discovered  at 
the  ruins  of  Sutro  Baths. 

The  U.S.  Park  Police  recov¬ 
ered  the  remains  and  passed  them 
along  to  San  Francisco’s  Office 
of  the  Chief  Medical  Examiner. 
The  subsequent  examination  re¬ 
vealed  that  the  remains  are  of 
historical  nature,  but  their  exact 
origin  and  the  circumstances  of 
their  recent  abandonment  at  the 
ruins  remain  unknown. 

A  visitor  to  the  Sutro  Baths 
ruins  discovered  the  skulls  in  the 
early  afternoon.  They  had  been 
placed  in  a  plastic  bag  and  de¬ 
posited  amid  a  pile  of  other  trash 
at  the  base  of  the  steep  bluffs 
which  lead  up  to  the  Cliff  House 
restaurant. 


Quacinella,  a  health  and  human 
services  lawyer  -  she  calls  her¬ 
self  an  “anti-poverty  lawyer”  - 
are  the  founding  members  of  a 
new  group  called  the  Outer 
Richmond  and  Outer  Sunset 
Neighbors  to  End  Homelessness. 

“We’re  hoping  to  find  a  place 
in  the  community  where  we  can 
talk,”  Quacinella  said.  “We  need 
to  hear  from  you  (local  residents) 
about  what  the  problems  are.” 

The  women  are  at  an  early 
stage:  collecting  the  names  of  in- 


The  visitor  called  the  SF 
Police  Department  (SFPD),  but 
since  the  case  involved  federal 
land,  the  SIT’D  turned  the  matter 
over  to  the  U.S.  Park  Police 
Department.  An  officer  retrieved 
the  skulls  and  delivered  them  to 
the  Office  of  the  Chief  Medical 
Examiner,  Dr.  Amy  Hart. 

Hart  said  Charles  Cecil,  the 
anthropologist  at  the  Chief 
Medical  Examiner’s  office,  ex¬ 
amined  the  two  skulls,  and  he 
does  not  believe  they  are  a  prod¬ 
uct  of  foul  play. 

In  studying  the  skulls,  howev¬ 
er,  Cecil  discovered  a  mark  ap¬ 
parently  produced  by  a  blade. 
Hart  says  that  the  cut  is  consis¬ 
tent  with  those  produced  by  med¬ 
ical  autopsies,  but  she  says  the 
exact  nature  of  the  mark  will 
likely  remain  unclear. 


dividuals  and  organizations  that 
might  be  interested  in  joining 
their  cause.  After  getting  feed¬ 
back  from  neighbors,  the  duo 
will  work  on  developing  a  specif¬ 
ic  plan  to  combat  homelessness 
in  the  west  side.  Their  previous 
experiences  fighting  homeless¬ 
ness  and  poverty,  with  an  empha¬ 
sis  on  treating  homeless  people 
with  dignity,  should  serve  as  a 
solid  foundation. 

Fairchild  is  the  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  North  Beach  Citizens, 


Cecil  concluded  that  both 
skulls  are  from  adults,  and  while 
of  historical,  or  non-modern,  na¬ 
ture,  they  are  not  believed  to  be 
the  remains  of  Native  Americans. 
The  sex  of  the  two  people  whose 
skulls  were  found  could  not  be 
established. 

“There’s  a  complicated  for¬ 
mula  we  can  use  to  determine  the 
sex,”  said  Hart,  “but  even  then  it 
only  gives  a  percent  chance  that 
it’s  male  or  female,  or  some  kind 
of  ethnic  mix.” 

According  to  Hart,  the  formu¬ 
la  involves  taking  a  series  of  ex¬ 
tremely  precise  skull  measure¬ 
ments  using  calipers  and  then  en¬ 
tering  the  data  into  a  computer 
database.  The  process  takes  some 
time  and  effort  and  only  provides

an  advocacy  group  for  the  chron¬ 
ically  homeless  founded  five 
years  ago  by  director/producer 
Francis  Ford  Coppola.  It  is  a 
place  where  homeless  people  can 
get  access  to  basic  services:  a 
phone,  change  of  clothes,  shave 
or  help  filling  out  governmental 
forms.  The  ultimate  goal,  howev¬ 
er,  is  to  find  permanent  housing 
for  them. 

“I  got  34  chronically  homeless 
people  housing  in  one  year,” 
Fairchild  said. 

She  hopes  to  do  the  same  in 
the  Richmond  and  Sunset. 

“It’s  a  quality  of  life  issue  for 
me,”  said  Quacinella,  who  has 
been  fighting  poverty  for  20 
years.  “I  don’t  want  to  ignore 
desperately  poor  people  when  I 
walk  in  my  neighborhood  (the 
Outer  Sunset).” 

Quacinella  and  Fairchild  want 
a  neighborhood  drop-in  center  - 
ideally  one  in  the  Richmond  and 
one  in  the  Sunset  -  where  volun¬ 
teers  and  professionals  can  work 
together  with  homeless  men  and 
women.  It  would  be  a  place 
where  they  could  get  a  cup  of 
tea,  play  checkers  or  make  a 
phone  call,  Quacinella  said. 

“They  need  to  socialize;  they 
need  human  contact,”  she  added. 

Many  homeless  people  quali¬ 
fy  for  medical  and  Social 
Security  benefits,  but  they  cannot 
deal  with  the  bureaucracy.  They

Cabrillo 
school  to 
dose, 
Peabody 
spared 
the  ax

The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education  voted  Jan.  19  to  close 
Cabrillo  Elementary  School  in 
June,  ending  an  80-year  history 
for  the  Richmond  District  institu¬ 
tion. 

George  Peabody  Elementary 
School,  located  on  Sixth  Avenue, 
was  also  slated  for  closure  but 
will  remain  open. 

“People  are  in  shock,”  said 
Cabrillo  Principal  G.  Carole 
Belle  the  day  after  the  board’s 
vote.  “There’s  sadness  around 
here,  but  also  hope,  because  it’s 
not  over  until  it’s  over.” 

The  Board  of  Education,  fac¬ 
ing  declining  student  enrollment 
and  a  need  to  cut  $5  million  in 
next  year’s  budget,  also  decided 
to  close  two  middle  schools  and 
merge  four  elementary  schools 
on  the  east  side  of  town.  Seven 
other  programs,  including  the 
Sunset  District’s  Japanese 
Bilingual  Bicultural  Program, 
will  move  or  merge  into  other 
campuses. 

On  Jan.  17,  Supervisor  Ross 
Mirkarimi  introduced  legislation 
to  advance  the  district  $5.3  mil¬ 
lion  in  Proposition  H  funds  to 
keep  schools  such  as  Cabrillo 
open.  But  school  board  members 
have  said  they  would  reject  such 
an  offer  because  it  is  a  one-time 
fix  to  a  systemic  problem. 

Belle,  who  has  been  Cabrillo’s 
principal  for  15  years,  said  the 
official  reason  the  school  board 
gave  for  closing  the  school  was 
declining  enrollment. 

“Our  saga  began  when  the 
Presidio  (Army  Post)  closed 
down.  We  used  to  be  bursting  at 
the  seams  with  440  students,  but 
at  the  end  of  three  years  of  phas¬ 
ing  out  the  base  we  lost  half  of 
our  kids.” 

With  246  students,  Cabrillo  is 
currently  operating  at  69  percent

in  varying  probabilities.  Hart 
says,  considering  the  age  of  the 
skulls  and  their  insignificance 
concerning  current  missing  per¬ 
son  cases,  there  is  little  to  be 
gained  from  running  a  test  on 
them. 

Hart  speculates  that  the  re¬ 
mains  may  have  originated  from 
the  days  of  the  California  Gold 
Rush. 

“In  San  Francisco,  there’s  no 
place  to  bury  a  body  today,”  Hart 
said,  “but  in  the  pioneer  and 
Gold  Rush  days  there  were  burial 
sites  in  the  City.”

Cala  Foods  closed  its 
supermarket  on  Geary  Boulevard 
and  Fourth  Avenue  Jan.  9. 

The  store  had  been  open  for 
more  than  20  years  when  Cala 
Foods’  parent  company.  The 
Kroger  Company,  decided  not  to 
renew  its  lease. 

Toyota  Motors  plans  to  move 
into  the  location  and  has  applied 
for  a  Conditional  Use  Permit 
with  the  SF  Planning  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  process  could  take  up 
to  nine  months.  Toyota  will  use 
the  space  to  expand  its  operations 
at  Second  Avenue  and  Geary. 

The  supermarket  at  Geary  and 
27th  Avenue  is  the  only 
remaning  Cala  in  the  Richmond. 


She  says  San  Francisco  con¬ 
struction  crews  occasionally  en¬ 
counter  such  remains.  Standard 
procedure  in  such  a  case  is  for 
the  Office  of  the  Medical 
Examiner  to  determine  first  if  the 
remains  are  human  and,  second, 
if  they  are  of  modem  or  histori¬ 
cal  significance.  If  the  remains 
are  modem,  a  homicide  investi¬ 
gation  may  commence.  If  the  re¬ 
mains  originate  from  a  historical 
period,  procedures  may  be  taken 
to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
remains  are  of  a  Native 
American.  If  this  proves  to  be  the 
case,  the  Native  American  com¬ 
munity  takes  possession  of  them 


topics,  such  as  dance,  tai  chi, 
Shintaido  (a  Japanese  martial 
art),  computer  skills  and  parent 
support  groups  in  Cantonese.

to  conduct  a  traditional  disposal. 

According  to  Hart,  the  aban¬ 
donment  of  the  skulls  represents 
an  infringement  of  the  law. 

“It  was  an  illegal  and  improp¬ 
er  way  to  dispose  of  the  skulls,” 
she  said,  but  added  that  any 
charges  for  such  an  act  would 
have  been  minor. 

The  skulls,  she  explained, 
were  clean  of  flesh  or  infectious 
tissue  and  represented  no  health 
threat  -  just  an  unpleasant  en¬ 
counter  for  a  beachgoer.  The 
proper  course  of  action,  Hart 
said,  would  have  been  to  call  the 
Chief  Medical  Examiner’s  office 
at  553-1694. 

Hart  says  that  although  few 
conclusions  in  the  Sutro  Baths 
case  have  been  drawn,  without 
additional  bone  fragments  or  in¬ 
formation  to  work  with,  the  in¬ 
vestigation  will  cease. 

“The  case  is  closed  at  this 
point,”  she  said. 

The  skulls  will  be  sent  to  a 
crematory  in  the  East  Bay,  re¬ 
duced  to  ashes  and  deposited  at 
sea. 

“In  a  seafaring  town,  scatter¬ 
ing  remains  at  sea  seems  to  be  an 
acceptable  and  appropriate  way 
to  dispose  of  remains,”  Hart  said.

Affordable  housing 


Protecting  tenant’s  rights,  cre¬ 
ating  home-ownership  opportuni¬ 
ties  for  low-  to  middle-income 
families,  and  creating  supportive 
housing  for  vulnerable  popula¬ 
tions  like  the  homeless  and  men¬ 
tally  ill  are  critical  to  San 
Francisco’s  socioeconomic  fab¬ 
ric.  Shelter  is  not  a  privilege.  It  is 
a  basic  human  right. 

Luxury  condominiums  sprout¬ 
ing  up,  like  those  on  Rincon  Hill, 
are  not  solutions  since  most  are 
unattainable  for  working  class 
families.  The  only  solution  is  to 
create  new  affordable  housing. 

San  Francisco  needs  vigorous 
increases  in  housing  subsidies  to 
support  the  construction  and  con¬ 
version  of  existing  housing  to 
permanently  affordable  housing. 

During  my  first  year  in  office, 

I  led  the  board  in  passing  an  ordi¬ 
nance  over  Mayor  Willie 


Brown’s  veto  that  regulated 
Tenancy  in  Common  (TIC)  con¬ 
versions  and  provided  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  existing  tenants  of  mul¬ 
ti-unit  buildings  to  more  easily 
convert  those  buildings  to  owner¬ 
ship  units. 

Since  then,  I  supported  an  af¬ 
fordable  housing  bond  that 
would  provide  $200  million  in 
subsidies  for  the  benefit  of  both 
renters  and  homebuyers,  and  I 
have  supported  virtually  every 
effort  to  strengthen  tenant  protec¬ 
tions  in  ordinances  sponsored  by 
colleagues  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

ilies  with  children. 

Currently,  the  inclusionary  af¬ 
fordable  housing  program  re¬ 
quires  all  residential  develop¬ 
ments  of  10  units  or  more  to  ei¬ 
ther  build  a  certain  percentage  of 
on-site  or  off-site  affordable 
housing  or  to  pay  an  in-lieu  fee.  I 
have  proposed  expanding  the 
program’s  application  to  residen¬ 
tial  developments  of  five  units  or 
more,  thereby  expanding  the  af¬ 
fordable  housing  stock. 

According  to  the  SF  Planning 
Department,  approximately  249 
developments  of  3  -  9  units,  to¬ 
taling  1,124  units,  were  filed 
since  2001 .  Of  this  amount,  177 
developments  of  3  -  9  units,  to¬ 
taling  810  units,  have  been  ap¬ 
proved.  This  could  yield  a  signif¬ 
icant  number  of  affordable  units 
that  are  not  currently  captured  in 
the  inclusionary  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  program. 

While  these  are  some  actions 
that  have  been  initiated  locally,  a 
broader  regional  approach  to  the 
affordable  housing  crisis  is  sorely 
needed.  San  Francisco’s  housing 
market  lost  its  elasticity  when  the 
housing  demand  outpaced  the 
housing  supply.  This  occurred 
when  we  became  a  white-collar 
downtown-jobs  economy.  Since 
the  ’50s,  the  culture  of  urban 
land  use  planning  across  the  U.S. 
was  based  on  the  assumption  that 
white  collar  workers  are  most 
productive  in  a  dense  (down¬ 
town)  job  core  area. 

Today,  we  are  struggling 
through  the  throes  of  change  as 
we  continue  to  re-zone  the  east¬ 
ern  side  of  the  City  to  residential 
uses.  We  now  see  the  negative 
consequences  as  pointed  out  by 
the  environmentalists,  when  peo¬ 
ple  spend  hours  in  traffic  jams, 
when  billions  of  dollars  are  spent 
on  highways,  thereby  creating 
pollution,  grid-lock,  road  rage 
and  a  tremendous  loss  of  agricul¬ 
tural  lands.  It  will  take  many 
decades  to  reverse  the  damage. 

Since  the  ’50s,  San  Francisco 
has  opted  for  high  property  taxa¬ 
tion  uses,  like  high-density  com¬ 
mercial  areas,  and  left  low  prop¬ 
erty  taxation  uses  like  residential 
areas  for  our  suburban  neighbors. 
However,  schools,  public  safety, 
transit  and  other  services  cannot 
be  provided  with  a  low  property 
tax  base.  As  a  result,  we  have 
created  regional  problems. 

Only  through  regional  cooper¬ 
ation  will  we  solve  the  problem 
of  affordable  housing.  Not  one  of 
our  nine  Bay  Area  counties  can 
solve  our  housing  problem  alone. 
Counties  need  to  share  their  tax 
base  in  order  to  provide  services 
in  a  balanced  way.  We  need  re¬ 
gional  cooperation  to  create  the 
coordinated  development  of  af¬ 
fordable  housing  that  is  close  to  a 
mass  transit  system.  This  is  being 
done  throughout  the  world.  It  is 
called  “smart  growth”  or  “new 
urbanism.” 

A  regional  body  could  address 
affordable  housing  through  state 
zoning  laws  and  could  actively 
earmark  and  stipulate  money  for 
affordable  housing.  A  regional 
body  could  put  together  regional 
modes  for  affordable  housing 
similar  to  the  practice  of  creating 
regional  transportation  models. 

Sen.  Tom  Torlakson  has  been 
attempting  to  create  a  regional 
coordination  body  for  transporta¬ 
tion  and  land  use  for  the  last  five 
years.  There  have  been  chal¬ 
lenges,  including  each  county’s 
interest  in  keeping  its  local  land- 
use  authority. 

However,  until  we  have  a  re¬ 
gional  coordinating  body  specifi¬ 
cally  dedicated  to  affordable 
housing,  we  will  not  fully  solve 
our  affordable  housing  crisis.

Happy  New  Year! 

As  the  lunar  Year  of  the  Rooster  crows 
out  on  Jan.  28  and  the  year  of  the  Dog 
comes  barking  in  the  next  day,  on  behalf  of 
the  members  of  the  Richmond  Station,  I 
would  like  to  wish  the  residents  and  mer¬ 
chants  a  happy,  safe  and  prosperous  New 
Year. 

During  this  time  of  celebration,  people 
have  a  tendency  to  be  distracted  from  their 
immediate  surroundings.  As  the  streets  be¬ 
come  more  crowded,  pickpockets  will  also 
increase  their  activities  by  working  the 
crowds. 

When  shopping,  be  aware  of  your  per¬ 
sonal  safety.  If  you  are  carrying  a  shoulder 
strap  purse,  have  the  straps  go  over  your 
head  and  across  your  chest.  Remember  to 
have  the  top  of  the  purse  or  bag  closed.  If 
your  purse  has  a  zipper  on  top  when  the 
bag  is  closed,  have  the  zipper  tab  placed 
near  the  front  of  your  body. 

Whenever  you  are  walking  in  a  crowd¬ 
ed  situation,  remember  to  carry  your  purse 
in  front  of  your  body.  Most  pickpockets 
target  women  who  carry  the  body  of  then- 
purse  behind  their  back.  This  makes  it  eas¬ 
ier  for  criminals  to  open  the  bag  without 
the  victim  being  made  aware  of  the  situa¬ 
tion. 

Please  be  aware  this  may  also  occur 
while  on  public  transportation. 

If  you  carry  a  wallet  in  your  back  pock¬ 
et,  beware  of  crowded  situations  and  con¬ 
sider  putting  your  wallet  in  another  loca¬ 
tion. 

During  the  lunar  New  Year  celebration, 
extortion  and  intimidation  by  Asian  gangs 
can  occur,  with  Asian  merchants  being  the 
target.  It  is  important  to  report  these  crimes 
immediately  to  the  police  because  they 


usually  target 
more  than  one 
merchant  at  a 
time. 

The  SF 
Police 
Department 
will  be  able  to 
talk  or  inter¬ 
view  mer¬ 
chants  if  they 
have  been  a 
victim  of  extortion  and  be  able  to  alert  oth¬ 
ers  in  the  nearby  area  of  the  crime. 

If  this  occurs  in  your  place  of  business, 
call  911  for  police  assistance  if  the  extor¬ 
tionists  are  in,  or  have  just  left  your  busi¬ 
ness.  Call  553-0123  to  report  the  extortion 
if  it  occurred  in  the  past  several  days,  or  if 
they  threaten  to  return  in  the  future. 

Please  keep  in  mind  the  details  that  we 
need,  including  the  height,  sex,  weight, 
age,  clothing,  hair  style,  jewelry,  eye  glass¬ 
es,  tattoos,  mannerisms,  language  and  di¬ 
alect  of  the  suspect(s).  If  you  hear  them 
call  another  suspect  by  name,  nicknames 
or  gang  affiliations,  please  retain  this  in¬ 
formation  for  the  police  as  this  can  be 
valuable  to  us. 

At  this  festive  time,  there  will  be  more 
people  on  the  street.  I  know  that  some  peo¬ 
ple  are  always  in  a  rush  to  get  to  their  des¬ 
tination  and  have  a  very  low  tolerance  for 
slower  moving  pedestrians,  but  please  be 
patient.  And  be  careful  as  you  step  off  the 
curb  to  cross  the  street  and  be  aware  of 
passing  vehicles. 

I  am  encouraging  people  to  be  aware  of 
their  surroundings  and  to  be  cautious, 
whether  you  are  a  pedestrian  or  driver  this 
New  Year’s  season.

Wechter.  He  originally  started  the 
hunt,  the  largest  in  the  country,  as 
a  party  for  his  friends.  Today,  it 
is  a  benefit  for  the  Circus  Center 
and  San  Francisco  Food  Bank 
and  attracts  more  than  1,500  par¬ 
ticipants  each  year. 

“I’ve  been  treasure  hunting 
since  I  was  a  kid  in  Brooklyn,” 
said  Wechter,  a  tall,  lanky  man 
with  wavy  gray  hair.  “I  have  a 
magnificent  enjoyment  of  cities.  I 
love  their  history  and  discovering 
little-known  alleyways  and  hid¬ 
den  stories.” 

The  Chinese  New  Year 
Treasure  Hunt  covers  Chinatown 
and  North  Beach,  neighborhoods 
that  are  visually  rich  with  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  people,  signage  and  archi¬ 
tecture.

“I  see  the  vestiges  of  the  Gold

Wechter  also  organizes  small¬ 
er  treasure  hunts  in  different 
neighborhoods  for  private  groups 
throughout  the  year.  When  he  is 
not  planning  treasure  hunts,  he  is 
gathering  evidence  and  informa¬ 
tion  for  his  job  as  a  private  inves¬ 
tigator. 

Participants  in  the  Chinese 
New  Year  Treasure  Hunt  form 
teams  of  four  to  nine  people  and 
chose  between  three  levels  of  dif¬ 
ficulty,  although  less  than  5  per¬ 
cent  qualify  for  the  master’s  divi¬ 
sion,  the  highest  level.  The  hunt 
starts  at  4:30  p.m.  at  Justin 
Herman  Plaza  when  the  clues  are 
handed  out  to  each  team.  The 
hunt  ends  at  9  p.m. 

The  top  five  teams  in  each  di¬ 
vision  with  the  most  correct  an¬ 
swers  are  the  winners.  Most  of 
the  participants  are  from 
Northern  California,  but  there  are 
people  who  come  from  the  East 
Coast  just  to  participate  in  the 


treasure  hunt. 

Wechter  plans  and  writes  all 
the  clues.  Even  though  the  three 
months  before  the  hunt  are  the 
most  intense,  he  thinks  about  the 
hunt  throughout  the  year. 

“I  know  the  City  so  well  that 
things  will  just  come  to  me  with¬ 
out  necessarily  thinking  about 
it,”  Wechter  said. 

A  visit  to  the  Louvre  in  Paris 
inspired  a  clue  connecting  the 
Mona  Lisa  painting  to  a  Nat 
King  Cole  song  and  finally  to  the 
North  Beach  restaurant  named 
after  the  painting.  He  also  finds 
inspiration  from  film  noir  and  de¬ 
tective  stories  based  in  San 
Francisco. 

“I  work  for  that  ‘Aha!’  mo¬ 
ment  when  something  new  is  dis¬ 
covered  and  it  all  comes  together 
and  makes  sense,”  Wechter  said. 

The  prizes  for  the  winners  in 
each  category  are  a  cake,  baked 
in  the  shape  of  a  key,  and  a  bottle 
of  champagne. 

“But  the  real  prize  is  the  expe¬ 
rience  you  have  with  your  team 
discovering  things  about  San 
Francisco  that  you  didn’t  know 
about,”  said  Dennis  Calloway, 
52,  who  has  participated  in  the 
treasure  hunt  for  13  years. 

Wechter  also  awards  prizes 
for  teams  with  the  most  original 
names,  many  of  which  are  based 
on  the  year  of  the  Chinese  zodi¬ 
ac. 

Some  participants,  such  as 
Calloway,  who  has  been  in  the 
master’s  division  for  eight  years 
and  has  won  three  times,  take  the 
hunt  very  seriously  and  are  high¬ 
ly  competitive.  Others  stop  for  a 
drink  or  a  bite  to  eat  along  the 
way. 

Anybody  can  participate  in 
the  treasure  hunt  “but  the  com¬ 
mon  characteristic  is  that  they’re 
curious  and  they  like  to  use  their 
brains,”  Calloway  said.  “So  bring 
friends  who  love  to  have  fun,  and 
bring  your  wits.”

Parents  had  pointed  out  in  com¬ 
munity  meetings  hosted  by  the 
school  district  that  the  high-per¬ 
forming  and  well-enrolled  cam¬ 
pus  did  not  meet  the  district’s  cri¬ 
teria  for  closure. 

The  Board  of  Education  even¬ 
tually  agreed,  and  after  more 
than  100  years  of  serving  the 
Richmond,  Peabody  will  remain 
open. 

“A  lot  of  time  and  energy  was 
spent  in  the  last  month  on  the  is¬ 
sue,  when  we’d  rather  have  fo¬ 
cused  on  teaching  and  the  work 
in  the  classroom,”  said  Peabody 


Principal  Willem  Vroegh.  "But 
we  have  an  active  and  vocal  par¬ 
ent  community  who  did  a  great 
job  demonstrating  to  the  board 
all  the  great  things  we’re  doing 
here.” 

Belle  described  what  makes 
her  school  special:  “The  children 
are  happy,  and  we  have  a  lot  of 
enrichment  programs.  Kids  al¬ 
ways  came  back  (after  gradua¬ 
tion)  to  help  and  to  attend  events. 
We  have  one  former  student  who 
has  been  doing  his  student-teach¬ 
ing  here.  There  are  teachers  I’ve 
known  so  long,  great  parents  and 


of  course  the  children.  They  put  a 
little  sparkle,  a  little  brightness  in 
my  day.” 

Belle  said  she  had  already  de¬ 
cided  to  retire  at  the  end  of  the 
term,  but  didn’t  expect  the  school 
to  end  with  her  tenure. 

“The  demographics  are 
changing,  and  families  are  leav¬ 
ing  the  area  because  it’s  so  ex¬ 
pensive.  It’s  not  our  fault,”  Belle 
said.  “It’s  like  a  family  breaking 
up.  It’s  very  sad.”

need  help  filling  out  forms,  going 
to  the  Department  of  Motor 
Vehicles  to  get  an  I.D.  card,  etc. 

“If  you  help  a  person  get  ben¬ 
efits,  they  will  trust  you  and  be 
more  open,”  Quacinella  said. 

She  emphasizes  treating 
homeless  people  with  respect  and 
slowly  building  up  a  relationship 
of  trust.  Trying  to  force  services 
on  them  will  likely  backfire,  she 
said.  For  this  reason,  outreach  - 
going  out  to  the  streets  and  mak¬ 
ing  a  connection  to  get  them  to 
come  into  the  center  -  is  going  to 
be  crucial,  she  said. 

There  is  another  inescapable 
problem  in  trying  to  help  the 
homeless  population:  Many  are 
mentally  ill  and  in  need  of  pro¬ 
fessional  help. 

They  plan  to  help  mentally  ill 
homeless  people  connect  with 
psychiatric  services,  such  as 
those  at  the  Sunset  Mental  Health 
Clinic.  Since  most  organizations 
do  not  do  outreach  (they  only 
treat  those  individuals  who  come 
in),  it  is  necessary  to  get  the 
mentally  ill  homeless  population 
the  treatment  it  requires, 
Quacinella  said. 

There  are  approximately  180 
homeless  people  living  in  the 
Richmond  and  Sunset  and  2,650

in  San  Francisco,  according  to  a 
2005  count  by  the  SF 
Department  of  Human  Services. 
However,  some  believe  the  num¬ 
ber  to  be  much  higher  -  a  fact  ac¬ 
knowledged  by  the  department  - 
since  the  people  who  did  the 
counting  were  instructed  not  to 
go  into  parks  or  abandoned 
buildings  for  safety  reasons.  (The 
count  in  Golden  Gate  Park  was 
done  by  park  staff.) 

The  homeless  men  and  wom¬ 
en  who  live  in  the  Richmond  and 
Sunset  are  here  because  it  is  safer 
than  living  on  the  streets  of 
downtown,  said  Fairchild.  Most 
of  the  services,  however,  are 
downtown. 

“The  City’s  main  efforts  are 
through  Project  Homeless 
Connect,”  which  is  downtown, 
Quacinella  said.  “This  isn’t  ade¬ 
quate  for  addressing  the  issue 
where  I  live.  We  can’t  expect  that 


homeless  people  will  go  on  the 
bus  downtown.” 

The  goal  of  Fairchild  and 
Quacinella’s  project,  as  stated  in 
the  organization’s  name,  is  to  end 
homelessness  in  the  Richmond 
and  Sunset.  They  have  no  illu¬ 
sions  about  the  magnitude  of 
such  an  undertaking. 

“It’s  hard  for  people  to  believe 
we  can  tackle  these  problems,” 
Quacinella  said.  “We  want  to 
have  a  big  vision.  We  want  to  get 
people  into  permanent  housing. 
The  idea  is  to  get  people  to  a 
place  where  they  can  support 
themselves.  We  don’t  want  Band 
Aids.”

I  hear  these  questions  every¬ 
day.  How’s  the  real  estate  mar¬ 
ket?  I  heard  that  it  has  slowed 
down.  Is  there  a  bubble?  Should  I 
buy  now  or  wait?

months,  means  that  we  have  en¬ 
tered  a  “slow”  market. 

This  may  sell  magazines  and 
newspapers,  but  it  is  inaccurate 
reporting. 

I  have  been  guilty  of  telling 
others  that  we  are  moving  into  a 
“normal”  market  now,  into  a  sea¬ 
son  in  which  it  is  possible  to  take 
your  time  looking  at  homes, 
studying  loans,  and  entering  into 
transactions  in  a  more  thorough 
and  careful  way.  That’s  true,  but 
calling  it  a  “normal”  market  is 
misleading.  What’s  really  normal 
here  is  a  constant  process  of 
cyclical  change. 

Our  real  estate  market  has  al¬ 
ways  gone  through  cyclical 
changes  and  always  will.  And 
most  of  the  conditions  that  pre¬ 
vail  at  any  one  spot  offer  their 
own  special  benefits  and  oppor¬ 
tunities,  as  well  as  curtailing  of 
some  of  the  things  that  worked  in 
the  last  phase  of  the  cycle.  We 
are  less  and  less  likely  to  receive

The  suspect  was  cited  for 
parking  in  a  red  zone  and  re¬ 
leased  at  the  scene. 


multiple  offers  in  the  phase  we 
are  entering,  but  more  likely  to 
benefit  and  profit  from  buying 
opportunities. 

Good  markets  and  bad  mar¬ 
kets  are  hard  to  characterize. 
What  is  good  for  sellers  is  bad 
for  the  buyers  and  vice  versa. 

For  example,  what  is  so  good 
about  receiving  multiple  offers  if 
it  means  skyrocketing  prices  that 
lenders  are  increasingly  reluctant 
to  write  loans  for?  Or  rushing 
deals  past  buyers  and  sellers  so 
fast  that  neither  party  is  sure  it 
got  what  it  wanted  and  needed?

Editor: 

As  a  resident  of  Jordan  Park, 
an  architect  and  a  former  planner 
at  MARTA  (like  BART,  in 
Atlanta),  and  with  an  MBA  in 
real  estate  as  well  as  having  ex¬ 
perience  in  real  estate  develop¬ 
ment,  I  am  extremely  concerned 
with  the  reduction  of  parking 
along  Geary  and  the  continued 
viability  of  retail  in  the  north¬ 
western  part  of  the  City. 

Cleaning.it  up  is  one  thing. 
Destroying  its  viability  to  make  it 
look  good  -  another  dead  Market 
Street  with  dangerous  elements 
between  stops  -  is  what  is  de¬ 
sired? 

One  can  spruce  itself  up  with¬ 
out  destroying  the  fabric  of  the 
City  and  its  viability. 

It  is  widely  known,  at  least  in 
most  architecture  schools  and  to 
those  who  study  or  do  real  estate 
development  for  some  of  the 
largest  retail  developers,  one 
simply  does  not  divorce  parking 
from  retail,  or  even  entertain  the 
idea  of  reduction  -  one  should  al¬ 
ways  hold  to  the  basics  and  in¬ 
crease  the  number  of  parking 
spaces  from  the  basics,  depend¬ 
ing  on  types  of  retail  spaces  in¬ 
volved. 

The  ratio  used  nationally  is  a 
minimum  of  4  to  5  cars  per  1 ,000 
square  feet  of  retail  and  can  be 
adjusted  for  various  types  of  re¬ 
tail  establishments. 

Drive-up  parking  makes  retail 
far  more  viable,  user-friendly, 
and  gives  you  that  “village”  feel¬ 
ing  and  an  added  safety  factor  - 
retail  owners  caring  about  what 
they  own,  have  and  can  secure. 

It  must  also  be  recognized  that 
one  cannot  carry  items  to  be  re¬ 
paired  or  pick  up  moderately 
heavy  items  without  a  car. 


Parking  can  be  increased  by 
building  down  in  the  sand,  creat¬ 
ing  common  parking  lots  behind 
the  stores  with  access  from  both 
sides  on  each  block,  etc. 

Further,  faster  transit  with 
more  spaced-out  stations  create 
special  problems  of  their  own  - 
dead  zones  between  stations,  at 
street  level,  crime  increases,  etc. 

If  parking  is  decreased,  pollu¬ 
tion  is  increased  by  those  who 
search  for  long  periods  of  time 
for  parking  and  people  give  up 
and  go  out  of  the  city  to  shop.  To 
malls!  And  then  they  decide  to 
move  where  it  is  easier  to  live. 
Dead  zones  are  created  where 
people  cannot  walk  and  easily 
access  retail.  That  means,  like 
shown  so  clearly  in  many  major 
transit  systems  worldwide,  the 
areas  between  stations  go  “dead.” 

And  that  is  what  will  happen 
along  Geary  Boulevard,  and  to 
the  Richmond,  if  it  gets  transit 
stops  farther  between,  and  park¬ 
ing  reduced.  It  will  kill  a  lot  of 
the  existing  retail,  and  the  very 
active,  lively  “village”  areas  all 
along  the  streets  will  die,  and  so 
will  safety  and  ownership  ... 
mom  and  pop  stores  will  flee. 

The  best  asset  San  Francisco 
has  -  that  of  a  major  city  with  a 
village-like  character  -  will  be 
gone,  and  hello,  Detroit!
